RODIN'S PLANT 

In 1932 a collective farmer, Spri- 
vachenko and a young companion, 
Bukanevitch, set out in a search 
of Central Asia for some plant| 
which would reduce or remove Rus, 
sia’s dependence upon outside 
sources for its rubber supply. On| 
the slopes of Tienshan, that snow- | 
crested mountain rampart whien 
cuts across the frontier of Russian 
Turkestan and China, they discov- 
ered a type of dandelion with a 
thick root saturated with a sticky, 
rubber-like fluid. They brought it) 
to Moscow where the Soviet botan.

Rodin’s name. 

Soviet specialists immediately 
began experimenting with kok- 
saghys. They improved it, worked | 
out methods for cultivating it | 
on # larger scale and devised | 
equipment for extracting its rub- | 
ber content. It was not until 1937 | 
that the planting of koksaghys | 
assumed a wide scope. Since then | 
the government has given maxi- | 
mum encouragement and finan- | 
vial help to cultivating the larg- | 
est acreage with rubber-bearing 
dandelions. | 
In outward appearance koksaghys | 
is very similar to the dandelion that 

grows wild in the vacant lots of | 
American cities, It has the same yel- 


low flowers, the same fluffy seed 
clusters, and a leaf which differs | 
only slightly. Rubber is found in! 


the skin and pulp of the root. The! 
root is dried in the sun and the 
rubber then extracted by a chemical 
process. According to Georgi Fav- 
lov, chief of the mechanization and 
agro-technical administration of the 
Soviet commissariat of agriculture, 
who provided most of the informa- 
tion for this article, cultiva'ed kok- 
Saghys roots, after drying, contain 
7 to 9 per cent, rubber.

WASHINGTON, April 6—(AP) 
| —American submarines hae 
sunk or damaged four Japanese 
warships in recent actions in the 
Java Sea and Indian Ocean, the 


United States navy announced 
Saturday. 
One light cruiser was reported

Another was damaged by two 
torpedo hits on successive days by 
a submarine which trailed it 
through the waters off Christmas is- 
land. 

Two seaplane tenders, the navy 
said, were damaged near the Indies 
island of Bali. 

In addition one Japanese navy 
supply ship was damaged near 
Lombox island and in the vicinity 
of Bali a barge transport and one 
unidentified ship were damaged by 
torpedo hits.

Canada Forces 


Near Strength 
Of 1914-18 War

OTTAWA, April 6—(CP)— 
Canada's armed forces of the 
land, sea and air are approaching 
the maximum strength attained 
in the last year of the First Great 
War. 

Something more than 409,000, 
men now are believed to be on 
active service in Canada and over- 
seas which compares with a force 
of more than 450,000 in the Can- 
adian army at Nov. 1, 1918. That 
figure, considered about the peak 
for the last war, included 418,000 
overseas and 27,423 in training or 
on other duties in Canada, 

Exact figures for the present 
strength of the forces are not re- 
leased by the authorities but the 
latest official statement, in Febru- 
ary, reported more than 28,000 in 
the navy, more than 265,000 volun- 
tarily enlisted in the army, more 
than 16,000 conscripted for home 
defence and on active service for 
duration of the war in the arrhy, 
and more than 100,000 in the air 
force, a total of more than 409,000. 
Enlistments’ have been proceeding 
since then, 


619,636 ENLISTED 


Canada's total enlistments in the 
First Great War were 619,636 and 
of these, 424,589 served overseas, 
The corresponding figures for the 
present war are not available but 
it is somewhat above 450,000, allow- 
ing for casualties and discharges 
to date. 3 

There is some uncertainty about 
the total number actually drafted 
into the forces under conscription 
in 1917-18, but a recent return to 
the house of commons placed it at 
124.588, of whom a certain number 
were on harvest or other leave and 
never actually entered training. It 
is estimated 51,000 drafted men 
served overseas, 

The present compulsory system 
made no provision. for exemp- 
tions gwhen introduced in the 
summer of 1940. Men between 21 
and 24, single or widowers with- 
out children, were liable to call. 

There now are more than 44,000 
men who were called up compul- 
sorily on active service with the 
Canadian forces. Many of these 
have volunteered for service any- 
where, and many others have enter- 
ed the Air Force and the Navy.

INSTRUMENTS HIT 


And here is the story of how the 
major dropped a quarter of a mile 
and lived to tell the tale: 

One day in March before the! 
drops of water began falling from 
snow-laden trees, Grechishkin was 
coming home after dumping his 
bombs on a German target. The 
Plane ran into heavy anti-aircraft 
fire fram an enemy garrison. 

The fuselage of the Russian 
plane was plerced and the flying 

instruments were put out of com- 
mission. 

Grechishkin saw that disaster was 
threatened and he wrote a note to 
his navigator. 

“T am rising to 3,000 Teet so you 
can jump,” the note said, “I will 
try to land the machine.” 

The plane gained altitude and 
béth the nayigator and the gunner 
jumped with their parachutes. 


PLANE CATCHES FIRE 

As they floated down they saw 
the airplane catch fire. The engine 
exploded. 

Grechishkin clung to the burning 
machine, hoping to save it The 
plane began dropping. At 1,500 feet 
Grechishkin saw that he had no 
chance to save it and he jumped. 

But the pilot's parachute falled 

to open and he plummeted down- 
ward into a great snow bank that 
saved his life. 

Grechishkin’s escape was only 
One of a number of cloge calls. To- 
day he came back safely with a 
squadron after his crew had shot 
down four Geman Messerschmitt 
fighters and had carried out their 
own bombing attack despite strong 
enemy opposition.

OTTAWA, April 6.—(CP)—Spe- 
clal provisions for use of sugar 
in home preserving of fruits, fore- 
cast when the rationing order was 
put in effect last January, were 
announced today by §S. R. Noble, 
sugar administrator of the War- 
time Prices anad Trade Board. 

In addition to the amount of 
sugar allowed under rationing re- 

gulations any person may purchase 
such quantity of sugar as necessary 
for the household preserving, can- 
ning or making into jams_and jel- 
lies of any fruits, subject to these 
provisions: V 

Purchases of sugar for preserving 
or canning shall be on the basis of 

one-half pound of sugar for every 
pound of fruit weight. All home 
canning or preserving by syrup me- 
thod must be done in a light syrup, 
defined as a syrup made of one 
part sugar to two parts of water. 

Purchases of sugar for jam or 
jelly are to be on the basis of three- 
quarters of a pound of sugar for 
every pound of fruit weight, and 
all home-made jams and jellies are 
to be preserved with three parts of 
sugar to four of fruit or juice. 

The order does not apply to ins 
dustrial users of sugar. 

As sugar “has no preservative 
value in the curing of preserving 
of meats,” it is provided that no 
person may hereafter purchase or 
otherwise acquire any sugar, 
other than that quantity already 
allowed under the rationing or- 
der, for the purpose of curing or 
Preserving meats. 

The normal sugar ration is three- 
quarters of a pound a weck per 
person.

plentiful rains during the growing 
season, although the present wea- 


ther conditions ‘are most helpful 
from a mois'ure standpoint, The 
program really involves a broad 


scheme of crop production priorities 
indicating to the producers which 
products are most urgently needed 
in the present stage of the war. 
Flaxseed has the position of great- 
est urgency followed by barley, oats 
€and other feed crops necessary for 
our livestock and poultry popula- 
tion. Rye and wheat come at the 
bottom of the list for this year, but 
we appreciate that where wheat is 
the only safe crop, production 
must go on, Those farmers who 
have a choice of safe crops should 
Seed flaxseed or coarse grains to 
the greatest possible extent. 
“Every effort will be made 
over the course of the next few 
weeks to place the government's 
1942-43 grain program before the 
farmers of the west. The depart- 
ment of agriculture will cover 
those matters affecting produc- 
tion, while the Canadian Wheat 
Board, which comes within my 
Own department of trade and 
commerce, will cover the program 
from the marketing standpoint. 
Special efforts are being made to 
provoke interest in extra seeding 
of flaxseed, barley and cats. Mem- 
bers of the Canadian Wheat 
Board will be on the air during 
the CBC farm broadcast next 
Tuesday, April 7, Friday, April 10 
and Tuesday, April 14, to explain 


certain details and to answer 
questions regarding the new 
policy, 


“While farmers of this area are | 
not able to help greatly in the pro-| 


duction of flaxseed, they can turn 
their attention successfully to the 
production of barley and oats, 
which are urgently required. The 
demand is keen for all kinds of 
live-stock products, not only for 
our own consumption but for the 
United Kingdom. To keep these 
supplies coming forward, an abun- 
dant supply of feed is vitally neces- 
sary. The Government has recog. 
nized this need by placing a floor 
under barley and oats prices and 
also by providing an acreage bonus 
under the Wheat Acreage Reduc- 
tion Policy. We have an arrange- 
with our American Allies to take 
any surplus quantities produced. 


WHEAT CARRY-OVER 

“While the new program takes 
the spotlight off wheat for 1942, the 
government is not discouraging its 
production in those areas where it 
is practically the only safe crop. 
There are large areas of eastern 
and southern Alberta in this cate- 
gory. With a wheat carry-over: at 
July 31 of this year that will be 
about 400 million bushels, it can be 
easily realized that new production 
ot wheat could hardly be described 
as urgent especially when all other 
grains are in such short supply as 
to be almost dangerous. The in- 
crease in the initial price of wheat 
from 70 to 90 cents recognizes the 
position of those wheat farmers 
who have little or no opportunity 
to switch to the other more profit- 
able crops and enterprises and of 
course is helpful to the wheat 
growers everywhere 


1942 PERMITS 

“There is one point that I wish 
you would give particular publicity 
in this area. Wheat producers who 
have changed their farm lands be- 
tween 1941 and 1942, and wheat 
producers who had no delivery per- 
mits in 1941, can secure forms at 
country elevators to be used in 
applying for their 1942 permits. The 
Canadian Wheat Board is anxious 
to have such applications attended 
to as soon as possible. Early atten- 
tion is necessary to avoid the sum- 
mer rush when the quarter of a 
million regular permits are issued. 
It is in the farmer's own interest to 
do this in advance so that his mar- 
ketings will not be delayed,” Mr.

NEW COMMANDER TELLS

OTTAWA, April 6.—(CP)—The 
new commander in chief of Can- 
ada’s reserve army believes that 
force may have to fight and 
means to make it ready to fight 
in the shortest possible time. 

He is Maj-Gen. Browne whose 
appointment to the new post of 
director-general, reserve army, 
thwarted the realization of his own 
hope to get into service gverseas. 

At a press conference yeane Gen- 
eral Browne outlined a few of his 
plans for Canada’s second spring 
force which it will be his job to 
guide, stimulate and assist in the 
months to come. 


STEP UP TRAINING 


Training for the reserve is to be 
stepped up to “9 days this year. Last 
year it was 30 days, This training 
will consist of 15 days in camp, 10 
days on outdoor tratning, and also 
week-end tactical schemes based at

unit headquarters and 45 evenings 
at local headquarters, the equival- 
ent of 15 full days. 

For officers, non-commissioned 
officers and specialists an addi- 
tional 45 evenings training dur- 
ing the year are required. This 
will be the equivalent of 15 full, 
days so that these men will re- 
ceive 55 full days of training out 
of 365. 

The reserve army will get equip- 
ment as fast as possible, Gen. 
Browne said, 2 

The primary task of the reserve is 
to prepare for the defence of Can- 
ada, said the new director-general. 
A secondary task is to train officers 
and men under the age for enlist- 
ment in the active army up to ac- 
tive army standards so that they 


will be able to step into active army 
functions when they reach the re- 
quired age. 

BRIGADE GROUPS 

Gen. Browne said organization of 
the 11 reserve brigade groups, one 
in .each military district, will be 
pushed. Units not included in bri- 
gade groups will carry on as be- 
fore, 

Each group, which includes all 
arms of the services, infantry, ar- 
tillery, engineers, signals, army ser- 
vice corps and so on will have a 
commanding officer, a brigade 
major, a staff captain and two 
clerks, one a sergeant, the other a 
corporal, all on a full-time basis. 

In addition, infantry and recon- 
naissance battalions, field regi- 
ments of artillery, district engi- 
neers and district signals will each 
have ap adjutant (a captain), a 
training officer (a captain), a 
quartermaster sergeant, an order- 
ly room sergeant and two assist- 
ant instructors, all on a full-time 
basis,

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Personal Preparedness Counts 


The danger of invasion has made 
necessary a mass levy of men in Aus- 
tralia. Every man there up to the age of 
60 is now required to serve in the armed 
forces unless engaged in essential work. 

In such circumstances it is easy to 
understand the advantage enjoyed by 
those who have been members of volun- 
tary home defence units and have received 
training in these. They are immediately 
useful in active service, beyond men who 
are just stepping out of civilian ranks for 
the first time and have all the duties of 
soldiering still to learn. Not only are they 
more useful, but will find military life 
more pleasant because they are already 
familiar with the “basic” routine. 

This is something that Canadians 
should think about now that men are 
sought to fill up the ranks in the reserve 
units in this country. Training in thése 
bodies will fit men for‘immediate useful- 
ness should a mass levy, or a great expan- 
sion of defence forces, be found necessary 
in Canada. Those who join now may learn 
while living at home what the new recruits 
must learn under pressure of emergency 
conditions. And, given equal ability and 
diligence, those longest in training will 
Stand the best chances for promotion 
when new units have to be created. 

It may be that the menace which over- 
hangs Australia will not come to Canada. 
But it may come. If it does come, the man 
who knows something of military life and 
drill will have less trouble accommodating 
himself to life as a soldier than the man 
who has not this background. The time 
to get this initial training is now, by join- 
ing one of the local reserve units. 


Still Outside Looking In 


M. Laval is still outside the cabinet at 
Vichy looking in, with longing eyes but 
little hope. Such at any rate is the con- 
clusion of observers on the scene, drawn 
from appearances and from the carefully 
compiled statement in which Laval said 
exactly nothing as to the outcome of his 
interview with Marshal Petain. It is the 
first interview Hitler's number one agent 
in France has had with the Marshal since 
he was kicked out of office some months 
ago. The result, if as reported, is alto- 
gether to the credit of Petain’s judgment. 
He may, or may not, fully share Laval’s 
collaborationist views; but not to the 
point of taking the would-be assassin into 
his household. 

On one point, however, M. Laval stated 
the truth in his communique, though for 
purposes all his own, “The external situa- 
tion of France is growing worse’— 
undoubtedly, Indo-China has gone. Syria 
has gone. Madagascar only awaits the 
coming of the Japanese. Tunisia and 
Dakar will be seized whenever the Fuehrer 
gives the word. 

The French empire is being dis- 
membered by those for whom Laval 
speaks. If this sentence in his report had 
any particular significance, it means that 
the process of vivisection is to be con- 
tinued, perhaps the more openly 
violently because Petain declines to put 
Laval in charge of the operation. That 
gentleman, it is to be-inferred, tried to 
blackmail himself into the cabinet. 

His exclusion or inclusion will make 
little difference in the event. The sole 
chance that the French empire will be 
restored lies in the destruction of the ring 
of conspirators who are pulling it to 
pe. The words of M. Laval confirm the 
act, 


Has India What It Takes? 


If they help whole-heartedly to defeat 
Japan and its partners in aggression, the 
peoples of India will then be free to set up 
any system of government they please. 
But what does not seem to have been 
sufficiently emphasized is that if the Axis 
powers are not defeated neither the peo- 
ples of India nor the authorities in London 
will have any say thereafter in the govern- 
ment of India. 

Nor does it appear to have been sug- 
gested that should India refuse to help 
defeat the Axis it would thereby forfeit 
any claim to home rule, and would also 
raise the question of whether a form of 
home rule could be established there with- 
out setting the stage for anéther war. 

Indian political leaders are com- 
placently certain the United Nations can 
win without India’s assistance, and com- 
fortably assume that when they had won 
without this assistance self-government 
would be conferred upon India as a matter 
of course. That comfortable assumption 
should be broken up. The complacent ones 
need to be told that nationhood is not 
bestowed by grace nor preserved without 
effort. 

The first essential to the building of 
a nation, and to its preservation, is that 
its people have both the will and the power 
to defend themselves, India is now being 
called upon to show whether this vital 
condition is a fact there. The sectional 
squabbling at Delhi certainly does not dis- 
close its existence, though the ambitions 
of the faction chiefs may not reflect the 
temper of the peoples for whom they pre- 
Sume to speak, 

Tf India will not defend itself, and do 
a0 to te linut of its capacity in this time 
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of crisis, to set up a form of self govern- 
ment there would only be to hang out a 
prize to tempt the cupidity of some future 
Hitler. He and his kind have been always 
looking for rich territories held by people 
who had not the spirit to protect them. 
India will show by its action whether 
or not this spirit of self-dependence 
exists there to a degree that would make 
national independence a fact and not 
merely a fiction. Should India fail now, 
however the war may end it will have 
demonstrated that nationhood could there 
be nothing better than a hollow pretence 
that must collapse whenever some future 
aggressor looks about for easy conquest.

The Turks are being supplied with 
British and United States war planes.

The Shipping Strain 


Most of us hardly realize how critical is the 
shipping position at the present time, We read 
of the epic of Bataan or of the defence of Malta 
or of MacArthur in Australia and we imagine 
that these are the vital things. Actually they 
are not nearly as important, from the standpoint 
of winning or losing this war, as the battle of 
the U-boats against our ships and shipyards. 
Time, in this case, is on our side; on our side in 
the sense that if the United Nations can stave 
off the attack of the submarines for another six 
months we shall have reached the position 
where launchings must exceed the very worst 
in sinkings. 

Destruction of tonnage off the Atlantic coasts 
during the past two months has been grave. 
Yet heavy as this destruction is, it can hardly 
exceed the tonnage that is now coming from 
the yards of Britain, the United States and Can- 
sda, and must fall below it as months go by. 
Just the same, let no one minimize its gravity, 
nor imagine that heavy loss of cargoes and 
ships, plus difficulty of getting crews to man 
new ships, isn't imposing a strain upon the 
Allies. It is imposing desperate strain.—Ottawa

One important feature of this 
week was the renewal of the 
clamor for the establishment of a 

second front in Europe, 
The request came from Russia 


with increasing urgency and it is | 


not difficult to understand the 
basis of the Russian argument. 
The Russians 
feel, with great 
justification, 
that since they 
have held and 
even pressed 
back the main 
German armies 
for so many 
months, they 
are entitled to 
the support of a 
flank attack. 

The Soviet 
Ambassador to Mareld L. Welr 
Britain, Ivan Maisky, warned the 
allies this week against delaying 
or postponing offensive action. 
He said that Hitler might win the 
war in 1942 while the Allies were 
preparing for victory in 1943. 
He demanded that the Allies 
throw in everything they now 
possess without waiting, as he 
said, “until the last button is sewn 
on the uniform of the last .sol- 
dier.” 

But the clamor for the opening 
of a second front was not con- 
fined to the Russians. There was 
a heavy English and American 
demand for the same thing. 


Attacks 


In Britain and in the United 
States this clamor took the form 
of renewed attacks upon the war 
policy of the British and Ameri- 
can governments, 

The vigor of this criticism was | 
more pronounced this week in 
Great Britain, where the life of 
a government is not fixed by 
statute as it is in the United 
States. 

One influential London daily 
claimed this week that, and I 
quote, “Mr. Churchill’s incom- 
parable rhetoric has lost a good 
deal of its fascination for a sec- 
tion of the British public.” 

There is a powerful feeling, 
however, that such criticism is 
not altogether fair since, it is re- 
membered, Winston Churchill's 
was the sole voice raised in Bri- 
tain seven years ago against com- 
placency in regard to Germany's 
rearmament and in demand for 
an effective air force. 

There is a tendency today to 
feel that had Britain listened to 
Mr. Churchill's rhetoric a little 
more attentively six and seven 
years ago, the Prime Minister 
might have had better material 
with which to wage the war to- 
day. 

Government apologists, how- 
ever, and they have had to be 
increasingly active lately against 
the mounting wave of criticism 
and attack, advance another rea- 
son for delaying the opening of 
another European front, 


Second Front 


What Russia and those Britons 
and Americans who join with 
Russia in clamoring for the open- 
ing of a second front against Ger- 
many in the West overlook, they 
say, is that when the preponder- 
ance of British tank production, 
for example, is shipped to Russia, 
Britain has insufficient tanks left 
with which to open a land war 


against Germany in western 
Europe, 
Pending production of tanks 


for use in the west, these apolo- | 


gists argue that the British air 
attacks on German industries in 
western Europé relieve the pres- 
sure on Russia by compelling the 


use of considerable numbers of 
German planes and aviators in 
the west. 

This, of 


course, is a matter 


rely entirely upon the judgment 
of the British high command. 

It is hard to believe, however, 
that, ready or unready, the Brit- 
ish and Canadian armies coneen- 
trated in England could refrain 
from a direct attack on western 
Germany if Hitler's spring offen- 


|sive against Russia is supported 


by a concerted Japanese attack— 
as seems very likely at the pre- 
sent moment, 


Most Powerful 


Revelations this week would 
appear to indicate that Hitler is 
preparing an army to hurl against 
Russia which may be the greatest 
and most powerful in the history 
of warfare. 

I think it would be well, at this 
point, to issue a grave and urgent 
warning against the recurrence 
of that complacency from which 
we are just now emerging. 

The Russian victories, the re- 
cent successes against the Japan- 
ese advance in the Pacifie and 
the general signs of a more posi- 
tive offensive mood among the 
United Nations have all encour- 
aged us tremendously, We should 
guard against allowing that en- 
couragement and optimism to de- 
generate into smugness again. 

It is a certainty that within the 
next month or six weeks we are 
going to get very bad news from 
Russia, That is in the natural 
course of events and we must ex- 
pect it. 

The German spring offensive 
may be the signal for an outbreak 
of the most ferocious and deadly 
war in two oceans the world has 
ever seen. 

We may require stout hearts 
and resolute spirits to sustain the 
shocks we may have to endure. 

This is the time for every Can- 
adian to begin to consider him- 
self an intimate and essential 
part of a total war machine, And 
when I say “every Canadian,” I 
do not mean some vague, hypo- 
thetical and composite Johnny 
Canuck, but YOU—sitting there 
at the other end of this radio 


wave, 
War Guilt 


It was announced this week 
from Vichy that the war guilt 
trials at Riom would not be re- 
sumed until April 15. There was 


a strong disposition to believe, ¢ 


actually, that they would not be 
resumed at all. 

» The fact is that during the 
course of the trials already car- 
ried out, the defendants had so 
much the best of it that the evi- 
dence was embarrassing to both 
Vichy and Berlin, 

In other words, the men who 
were put in jail for refusing to 
surrender to the Germans looked 
so much better than the men who 
did surrender to the Germans 
that the comparison was slightly 
more than odious. 

Vichy, apparently, had been 
convinced that these trials would 
establish her good faith in the 
matter of trying to build up a 
sin-free state, She was going to 
drag out some horrible examples 
of how not to do it. 

The scheme backfired, Instead 
of seeing these men as horrible 
examples of political depravity, 
the world saw them simply as 
flies stuck on a pin to gratify the 
vanity or cruelty of immature 
Nazi minds. 

And the world was not amused,

We are in serious danger of 
conducting this war like do- 
mestic politics — according to 
pressure groups. The pressure 18 
understandable; every nation has 
something peculiarly dear to it- 
self, But this is not the way wars 
of coalition are won, It is the 
way such wats are lost—the way 
Europe was lost; the way the 
world can be lost. 


Pressure Groups 

At this moment influential 
groups are insisting that, as far 
as America is concerned, only the 
war in the Far East is imporjant. 
This opinion springs from senti- 
mental considerations—the fact 
that more American forces are 
directly engaged in this area than 
elsewhere—and from a primitive 
concept of political and military 
geography that still thinks in 
terms of two oceans and islands 
instead of globally. It also springs 
from a continuance of the de- 
fensive mentality. But our busi- 
ness is not to defend this or that 
but decisively to defeat two en- 
emies and prevent them from 
making a common - strategy 
against us. 

Looking at the globe, it is quite 
clear even to a layman that Ger- 
many and Japan can be defeated 
only on the great continent—the 
continuous land area of Eurasia- 
Africa, The decisive centre of this 
war is where the word itself in- 
dicates: in the centre, And that 
centre is Russia, and the Near 
East—the junction of the three 
areas, Europe, Asia, Africa. We 
and the British are by nature on 
the outskirts—and so is Japan. 
Will it help us, in winning the 
war, that is to say in defeating 
our enemies, to be very active 
around the outskirts? 

We were correct in not want- 
ing Japan in China. Japan in 
China is more dangerous than 
Japan in Java or even in Aus- 
tralia, Japan in India would be 
even more dangerous, and Japan 
in Russia could be disastrous, 


Asiatic Power 

Russia is an Asiatic power— 
not merely a European power, 
That is her supreme significance 
in this war. She is a great Asiatic 
land power and a small Asiatic 
sea power, in possession of one 
of the most important points for 
an offensive against Japan. It is 
said that until now, Russia plays 
no role jin the Pacific war. That 
is not true. She immobilizes 
nearly a million Japanese troops. 
The existence of Russian Vladi- 
vostok obliges the Japanese to 
maintain an air fleet on their 
islands and a naval fleet around 
them, They cannot throw all 
their planes and ships against the 
south, because of Russia, 

The largest and most power- 
ful armies on our side are in 
Eurasta-Africa, on the continent. 
The greatest source of manpower 
is there. The decisive blow will 
be struck there—for us or against 
us. And it will be struck this 
year, It will be struck within six 
months. If, by the end of this 
year, the Russian and Chinese 
armies are still fighting, destiny’s 
dice will have turned up with 
our numbers. If they are not, 
then this struggle can be of un- 
foreseeable length and bitterness,. ° 
and of unforeseeable revyolution- 
ary consequences all over this 


earth, 
Blindness 


The political blindness of some 
people is as great as their mili- 
tary blindess, A victory of Rus- 
sia will leave the western world 
intact—and liberate it. A defeat 
of Russia will plunge us and the 
globe into chaos, This is the 
Supreme paradox of our century. 

Therefore, we should set up 
now, a supreme council of strat- 
egy including Russia. And _ its 
object should be to keep Russia 
and China fighting, in the place 
where the decision will be taken. 
To accomplish that will require 
the prevention of enemy concen- 
tration through diversion of their 
energies. Such diversions may 
not even be successful as jindivid- 
ual battles. But if they prevent 
the concentration of the enemy's 
forces, they are successful for the 
war, Troops in reserve, for de- 
fensive purposes, in the spring 
and summer of 1942, will ac- 
complish nothing. Germany will 
hold no troops in reserve, Neither 
will Japan, They are going to 
gamble for the world this spring 
and summer, If they fail, in 1943 
the war will be over—with a vic- 
tory for us. 


Supreme Council 

Such a supreme war council 
would be a council of responsible 
political leaders, with a respon- 
sible military council sitting in 
the next room, The decisions 
must be taken together, At pre- 
sent, a kind of lobby is going on, 
each country trying to get some- 
thing for itself. Representing 
Australia was Mr. Casey’s job in @ 
this lobby, and he did the job od 
supremely well, But when Chur- ; 
chill called Mr. Casey to the Near 
East, he called him to the place 
where Australia’s cause can be 
lost or won—and not on the is- 
land, Islands against islands, we 
can defeat Japan. But continents 
against continents we can lose— 
to both Germany and Japan. 

The war has now developed to 
the point where we can have a 
bird's-eye view of the globe, and 
see the war as a whole. And now

WASHINGTON, April 6.—(CP) 
—The United tSates is following a 
new foreign policy with respect 


to Latin America, designed to 
benefit only those nations south 
of the Rio Grande which actively 
assist jn the defence of the west- 
ern hemisphere. 

The net result of the policy is to 
leave Argentina shut off from the 
special economic, military and 
naval assistance being given Latin 
American nations and there she 
will stay until she takes her place 
in the hemispheric front against the 
Axis. 

LEAVE EMPTY-HANDED 

As a result of the general policy 
of the United States an Argentine 
military and economic mission has 
left for home with empty hands 
while lend-lease agreements have 
been signed or are being nego. 
tiated with all the rest of the Latin- 
American states. 

The United States is preparing 
to spend billions of dollars in Latin 
America for the development of 
strategic materials, installation’ of 
defence works and construction of 
air and sea bases. As far as Ar- 
gentina is concerned, she will get 
no arms and no defence materials 
but she will get sufficient economic 
assistance to maintain her stability 
-but only after the demands of the 
other Latin-American republics 
have been met.

GOVERNOR'S TERM 


Asked regarding the likelihood 
of an extension of term for His 
Honor Lt. Gov. J. C. Bowen, whose 
tenure of office expired on March 
22, Mr. McKinnon replied that “His 
Honor is carrying on with no defin- 
ite term set. If and when a suc- 
cessor is appointed, the government 
will give ample notice of its in- 
tentions to appoint such successor.” 
It is provided that even if a lieu- 
tenant - governor's term automatic- 
ally expires, he carries on until a 
successor is appointed.

Revenues For 
Canada Rails 
Near Record 


OTTAWA, Aprit 6—(CP)— 
Operating revenues of Canadian 
railways during 1941 amounted to 
$533,332,774, the second largest re- 
venue earned in any year and 
only 4.6 per cent below the peak 
year of 1928, the Dominion bur- 
cau of statistics sald Monday. 

The increase over 1940 revenues 
was $108,511,877 or 25.5 per cent. 
Freight revenues were up by $86,- 
736,801 or 26.2 per cent and passen- 
ger reyenues by $17,213,548 or 40.8 
per cent. 

Gross oprating revenues of Can- 
adian lines of the C.N.R. for 1941 
amounted to $261,826,874 against 
$212,300,711 for 1940 and $260,418,- 
924 in 1928, the previous peak earn- 
ings. 

SHOW INCREASE 

United States lines of the CNR 
showed en increase in Operating 
revenues of $7,323,390, raising the 
system revenue to $304,376,778 
against $247,527,225 in 1940 and 
$304,591,268 in 1928. 

Gross revenues of the C-P.R. Co., 
increased to $222,502,517 from $171,- 
535,474 in 1940 and were exceeded 
only by $230,406,354 in 1928. Oper- 
ating income increased from $35,- 
639,439 in 1940 to $45,957,535 com- 
pared with $51,694,452 in 1928.

Prominent Edmontof resident 
prior to his departure for Eng- 
land in 1939, Ceci] Gould died in 
an English hospital on Match 3, 
according to word received here 
by friends on Monday. 

Mr. Gould, a veteran of the Great 
War of 1914-1918 went to England 
shortly after the outbreak of the 
present war to assist with educa- 
tional] activities among civilians. 

According to reports he was ad- 
mitted to hospital after a bombing 
taid on Worthing last November, 
suffering from shock. 


SHOCKED AT VIMY 

His condition, aggravated. by 
shell-shock as a result of the Battle 
of Vimy Ridge, in 1917 grew in- 
creasingly worse, for the four 
months he lay in a hospital at 
Hove, 

Mr. Gould enlisted in the First 
World War immediately after the 
outbreak of hostilities in 1914 with 
the 19th Alberta Dragoons, He was 
later transferred to the Canadian 
Corps Cyclists and was serving 
with them at the time of the Battle 
of Vimy Ridge, where he suffered 
shell shock 

After spending several months in 
a military hospital as a nerve case, 
Mr. Gould returned to Edmonton to 
re-enter the provincial government 
service in the municipal affairs de- 
partment

With the Canadian Army (Over- 
seas):~—In this threatened island, 
where so many things inspire, the 
most inspiring of all to a Cana- 
is the “Canadian country,” 
country of drab battle-dress 
brilliant battle-patches, of 
ominous road-blocks, of neat 
clipped hedges, snug, thatched 
cottages and grim barbed wire. 
They practice strange arts here 
~ stealth patrol, panzer ambush, 
paratroop stalk, laager raid, mass-

ed-tank assault, attack by bri- 
gade, division and corps. The 
versatile inhabitants are both 


border-raiding guerrillas and ar- 
mored shock-troopers. 
It is a shifting, complex, highly 


diversified and intensely pre- 
occupied realm, You are engulf- 
ed in martial bustle and stir. 


There are thousands of marching, 
deploying, manoeuvring youths 
with Canadian grins and unmis- 


takable Canadian buoyaney. You 
are enthralled by the leashed 
strength in the hard smash of 


their heels, by the defiant chal- 
lenge in the swing of their shoul- 


ders. The “invasion season" 18 
almost on them, and it is no ex- 
aggeration that they are daring 


the Luftwaffe and the Wehrmacht 
to come on! 


SCHOOL FOR GENERALS 

It is difficult to sort your im- 
pressions—“so many things in- 
spire’—until you come to the 
schuol where they make tomor- 
row's generals. Then you know 
that here is one of the standout 
military educational institutions 
in all the exhilarating “Canadian 
country.” 

To trace the routs for the foun- 
dation of this unique military 
academy you must go back to the 
forgotten spring and early sum- 
mer of 1915. The 2nd Battle of 
Ypres, then Festubert and Given- 
chy, had proven that the casualty 
drain in infantry subalterns would 
far exceed the supply, but the 
Canadians had high average edu- 
cation and intelligence, and a wise 
system of promotion from the 
ranks was adopted. 

It worked so well that by 1916 
it was a habit, and by 1918 many 
of the great company and bat- 
talion commanders were men who 
had first seen action as private 
soldiers. How the procedure 
strengthened the first Canadian 
Corps, and proved its worth to 
history, can be seen in the fact 
that three Divisional Command- 
ers of the 1942 Corps were com- 
missioned from the ranks in the 
last war. 

That is why we dubbed our 
junior-leader establishments 
"Schools of Tomorrow's Gener- 
als.” They are exactly that. Maj- 
or-Gen. G. R. Pearkes, V.C., D.S. 


0. M.C., who commands a Di- 
vision, was a trooper in 1915 in 
the Canadian Mounted Rifles; 
Major-Gen. C. B, Price, D.S.O., 


D.C.M,, V.D., who commands an- 
other Division, went overseas in 
1914 as a sergeant-major of the 
14th, Battalion, and Major-General 
F. F, Worthington, M.C., M.M.,, 
who enlisted as a private in the 
Black Watch after serving an ap- 
prenticeship in guerrilla fighting 
in Mexico, 

The same up-from-the-ranks 
process of creating officers was 
revived for this conflict. It was 
actually continued rather than re- 
surrected, and it was done even 
more thoroughly. A Canadian 
Army decree demands that all 
prospective officers must serve at 
least four months in the ranks 
before recommendation can be 
made for a conimission, 
“THEY'VE GOT TO BE GOOD” 

Largest of the three Canadian 
subaltern colleges is in operation 
at Brockville, Ont. Another is 
located at Gordon Head, B.C. But 
because we enthusiastically report 
the overseas establishment does 
not mean that any feature of it is 
superior to those at home. It is 
the school we know, 

The Commandant has a rare 
combination of attributes; a wise 
counsellor and safe confidant, a 
kindly friend, an earnest and pro- 
gressive teacher, he was also the 
hero of an incident of courageous 
splendor in the last war which 
won him the Victoria Cross. His 
very presence is thus a wealth of 
encouragement and inspiration, 

In addition, his staff has ac- 
quired a sound sense of the drama 
of war, of the spectacular attri- 
butes of tactics, and of the im- 
portance of the leadership of men; 
the student-officer would need to 
be unusually stolid who is not in-

QUALITY OF LEADERSHIP 
The reasons why one man is 
chosen over others are often dif- 
ficult to discern, Many men pos- 
sess the surface qualities supposed 
to denote a “born leader.” Many 
hopeful candidates have similar 
education and intelligence, are at 
the same point of transformation 
from civilian to trained soldier, 
and may be almost indistinguish- 


able in alertness, ambition and 
keenness

Training Unit—are 
who have grasped, 
just a bit better than the next man, 
the basic meaning of officership, 
of the training, the care and the 


leading of other men in battle. 
They may be “born leaders” but 
they also must be such “natural 
soldiers” that they sense, instant- 
ly, just exactly what is meant, 
and all that is implied, when a 
soldier admiringly recalls; “The 
Guards brought their rifles with 
them, back from Dunkirk.” All 
the hard realities of soldiering lie 
in that compliment. 

In other words, then, in addi- 
tion to being leaders, the cadet 
must also instinctively under- 
Stand the value and common 
sense of discipline and army 
fundamentals; he must be able to 
vision why and how the parade- 
Square came out on those shell- 
swept, harried beaches of the 
Guards; he must sense how to 
instill that troop-quality and how 
to bring it out in his own men. 

It means possession of the in- 
tangible soldier's spark in per- 
sonality, and the man owning it, 
or a grand and unmistakable com- 
bination of fine qualities, is the 
cadet of OCTU, the goal of hun- 
dreds of intelligent, keen, young 
Canadians, 

“PLAIN COMMON SENSE” 

The order of merit and import- 
ance in which cadet qualities are 
held and measured at OCTU will 
probably stirprise. Remembering 
that leadership of men in war is 
the aim, and life and victory the 
stake, first thought is that sense 
of responsibility and knowledge 
of tactics would lead. 


They don’t; they are third and 
fourth. And the proof that no 
mysterious quality or knowledge 
is requifea for admission to the 
Canadian overseas “School of To- 
morrow’s Generals,” lies in the 
fact that ordinary good character 
and plain common sense precede 
them. 

Here are the Canadian Officer 
Cadet's six most ‘important per- 


sonality attributes, in order of 
consequence; (1) Character; (2) 
Common Sense; (3) Military 


Knowledge and Application; (4) 


Sense of Responsibility; (5) Pow- 
er of Leadership (based on above 
four); (6) Power to Command 
Generally. 

The whole function of OCTU is 
clear in the revelation that a 
sound character and workable 
common sense are considered first 
qualities of the efficient Canadian 
officer, Cadets are constantly 
impressed that sense of responsi- 
bility and military knowledge and 
its application are not enough by 
themselves. The cleverest tactic- 
ian, or the most serious student 
in a class, can fail. 

OCTU does not want sissies, 
grand-standers, superiority or ar- 
rogance. Cadets succeed who 
know the difference between bul- 
lying and fussing. They know 
that crispness of speech and an 
authoritative manner does not in- 
clude rudeness. 


“REMEMBER YOU 
ARE CANADIAN" 

‘Actors,” good or bad, need not 
apply; no posing or striving to 
acquire the personality and char- 
acteristics of another, even of the 
hero you worship, if you are a 
hero - worshipper, is condoned, 
When cadets are chosen to go on 
to a British cadet school for cer- 
tain technical subjects, they are 
admonished, thus: “Remember 
you are a Canadian. Be yourself. 
You'll be respected for it. If you 
are praised, as the British gener- 
ously praise strangers, don’t get 
cocky and come back with a new 
English accent.” 

All affectation is scorned at 
OCTU as undignified, but so is 
crudeness in manners and slang 
in speech, Cadets must possess a 
belligerent spirit, but threatening 
to “give Hitler the Woiks,” is 
translated into something closer 
to “present him with the whole 
munition factory.” 

The first thing that happens to 
the newly arrived cadet does a 
vast deal toward a good launch- 


ing. He is treated to an informal, 
sit-down chat with the under- 
Standing and discerning Com- 


mandant, wearing that impressive 
old-rose ribbon on his left breast. 
Some arrive worried that the

They are quickly relieved, told 
that there is nothing either mys- 
terious or particularly difficult 
about becoming an officer, 

They are placed on their hon- 
or; there is no crime, not even 
misbehavior at OCTU. 
CAREFULLY SELECT 
INSTRUCTORS 

Part of that introductory talk 
goes something like this: “For the 
next few months we are going to 
be brutally frank abou} you pers 
sonally, about your personal ha- 
bits and characteristics, and ¢s- 
pecially about what we consider 
are your personal faults and dis- 
advantages.” 

That prediction comes true. 
The cadet finds that the Com- 
mandant and his instructors come 
to know more about him than his 
mother ever did. At least he is 
told his faults as few mothers 
ever tell their sons. ° 

Instructorship is, of course, the 
element of salient attention. Its 
influence is always of first im- 
portance, but it is more so in the 
education of war leaders than for 
any other profession, Graduates 
will be masters of other men’s 
lives as well as their own; life or 
death, triumph or disaster, rest in 
the skill and efficiency of the 
teacher's products. So great care 
and attention is given to selection 
of instructors. 

The kind of personality and 
force demanded is summed up in 
this; he must inspire the spon- 
taneous thought in his class, 
“There's the kind of man I want 
behind me in a jam!” And that 
means soldier and _ leadership 
qualities of the most superlative 
kind, 

KEEP STAFF FRESH - 

Freshness of viewpoint in the 
cadet instructor is held almost as 
important as exceptional skill in 
tactics, To retain that vigorous 
element, star students are per- 
suaded to remain as instructors 
after graduation. But the most 
powerful measure to keep it flour- 
ishing is a decree which scorns 
the old “army game” of holding a 
good instructor forever. The Com- 
mandant contends that an instruc- 
tor’s value starts to wane from the 
moment he starts losing his early 
enthusiasm; and authority has 
laid down an OCTU rule that no 
instructor, except one or two who 
know the mistakes of the past, 


can remain longer on the staff 
than eight months—or, two 
courses, 


The overseas cadet school was 
originally designed for infantry 
and machine-gun officers only. A 
four months’ syllabus was set, and 
still operates. But after Dunkirk 
the scope was broadened to in- 
clude candidates for commissions 
in the artillery and ancillaries. It 
was clear that all arms and ser- 
vices were vulnerable in the new 
warfare, and that the attrition in 
junior leaders would be heavy 
throughout the army. A _ five- 
week course was inaugurated. 

Another of five weeks is being 
given for purely administrative 
officers—quartermasters, paymas- 
ters, records officers and others— 
who may have a great fund of 
knowledge in their specialty, but 
who may have to fight as guer- 
rilla-infantrymen as well as spe- 
cialize. They are given training 
in basic tactics and weapons, 


TACTICS ARE PREDOMINANT 

It is impossible to detail the 
syllabus. Tactics predominate and 
students are marked “hard”; in 
the history of the school only one 
cadet attained G-plus; 90 per cent. 
obtain “E” in their tactical tests. 
Sand-table problems are worked 
out in the field. Fighting patrols 
work night and day. Every new 
officer must know all about wea- 
pons. And one factor is relent 
lessly driven home; the meaning 
of an order, The prospective of- 
ficer, having served in the ranks 
for at least four months, is sup- 
posed to know all about the 
army's habit of endlessly stand- 
ing around, of apparently sense- 
lessly falling in and falling out 
again, But ill-advised and un- 
necessary orders are still the bane 
of all armies, and if the OCTU 
cadet hasn't learned the wisdom 
of considered orders, he will be- 
fore he leaves, Few graduates 
will ever give a heedless com- 
mand 

OCTU has a minimum of set 
rules, but there are valuable 
standing axioms: 

Keep in touch with everything 
hush-hush. Explore every inno- 
vation, Don't become book-fed. 

When faced with a new situa- 
tion—Move! Act! Order! 

In the field forget lectures. 
Forget the book. Form’ your 
plans with decision, Don't let 
hesitation rule you, 

Your first laws are 
and consideration for others. 
Discover that your fellow man 
has more interest to you than you 
are to yourself, and the men you 
lead will naturally, always, come 
first 

So there you have the hand-
